main war, Finland's situation is 
probably the strangest. She fought 
one war to pi event the Russians 
from taking territory vitally need- 
ed by the Reds when the time 
came to protect Leningrad. By a 
jrave. stan'd and with .ttic.-,_n.jd--'oi 
one of 'the "smartest propaganda 
campaigns ever waged, she had 
.he sympathy of a large portion 
of the world, although her defeat 
proved later to have been essen- 
tial to the cause of- the United 
Nations. 


Then she installed a government 


which appealed to all her patriotic 
instincts, although actually it was 
pro-nazi as well as anti-Russia, 
and when she thought the oppor- 
tunity was good, joined the Hit- 
lerites against Russia in a futile 
effort for I'cvcnge.

He says mature cattle in 
full vigor suffer less seriously, but 
If lice are allowed to develop un- 
checked, there will be a loss in 
the production of cither meat or 
milk. 


There ate two types 01' lice, one 


puncturing the skin and feeding 
on blood, while the other feeds on 
particles of hair, skin scales and 
skin secretions. The biting louse 
may he controlled with a light ap- 
plication of sodium fluoride to the 
affected parts, while the blood- 
sucking- type, or blue louse, may 
b^ controlled by spraying, dipping 
or by hand applications of com- 
mercial powders and dips. A satis- 
factory dust contains at least one- 
half of one per cent rotenone. A 
dip may be made by dissolving 
two to four ounces of neutral soap 
to each gallon of water and adding 
one ounce of cube or derris pow- 
der containing five per cent roten- 
one.
